“Trends  in  Jewish  Ritual,”  as  revealed  by  the  New  Haggadah  published  by 
the  Reconstructionist  Foundation,  will  be  Rabbi  Steinberg’s  sermon  topic  this 
Friday  evening,  April  4.  What  is  happening  with  Jewish  forms  of  observance? 
What  policies  ought  to  be  adopted  with  regard  to  them? 


In  the  New  Haggadah  there  is  to 
traditionalism  and  modernity  which  to  Rabbi 
Steinberg  appears  the  ideal  approach  to  the 
whole  complicated  issue  of  Jewish  ritual. 
On  the  basis  of  this  work  Rabbi  Steinberg 
will  attempt  to  present  a  philosophy  and  a 
tactic  for  Jewish  observance. 

Passover  Services 

The  Passover  festival  this  year  begins  on 
Friday  evening,  April  11.  For  that  reason 
there  will  be  no  late  Friday  evening  service 
on  that  evening.  Worship  will  take  place  at 
6  o’clock,  thus  permitting  the  congregation 
to  attend  sedarim  in  their  homes.  The  hours 
of  services  for  the  festival  are  as  follows : 
Friday  and  Saturday  evening,  April  11  and 
12—6  p.m. ;  Saturday  and  Sunday  morning, 
April  12  and  13 — 9  a.m. 

Latter  Passover  Days 

Thursday  and  Friday  evenings,  April  17 
and  18 — 6  p.m.;  Friday  and  Saturday  morn¬ 
ings,  April  18  and  19 — 9  a.m.  Memorial  Ser¬ 
vices  will  be  read  on  the  last  day  of  Pass- 
over.  A  card  is  enclosed  so  that  you  may 
have  the  names  of  your  departed  included 
in  the  rituals  of  memorialization.
